Circular Recites Amount of Booty 
Seized In France and Belgium, 
and Mistreatment of English 
Prisoners of War. 

Washington. — Teutonic rightful- 
ness as practiced In France and Bel- 
glum has been made the subject of a 
German warning to neutral nations of 
the fate which they may expect if 
they take up arms against the central 
powers. 

"If there are any still thinking of 
siding with the allies let them take 
warning from the fate of others," says 
the warning. It Is In the form of a 
circular, which recites the amount of 
booty seized in France and Belgium, 
the number of churches damaged and 
destroyed, the money wrung from the 
stricken Inhabitants and finally the 
deliberate mistreatment of English 
prisoners of war. 

German propagandists have flooded 
Spain with this document printed in 
Spanish, and copies have come into 
the possession of the state depart- 
ment. Having established its German 
origin the department made public 
this translation: 

"Besides an untold amount of war 
material captured on the battlefield 
the Germans have taken possession of 
Incalculable booty In France and Bel 
glum, Including: 

High grade watches 4Y, 

Average watches 6,016 

Underwear 18,073 

Embroideries and women's hand- 
kerchiefs 16,132 

Umbrellas and parasols 3,706 

Silver spoons 1,876 

Bottles of champagne 623,000

against France In 1870-71. 

"Punish Catholic Churches." 

"In Belgium, besides many art 
treasures, they have confiscated old 
paintings valued at 3,000,000 pesetas. 

"Due to the treachery of Cardinal 
Mercler and other priests, who did 
their utmost to stir the priests 
against the good-hearted German sol- 
diers, they were forced to teach a se- 
vere lesson to the Belgian and French 
Catlvslllps.

Dr. George Louis 
Meylan, who has Just returned from 
France where he was engaged In rec- 
reation work for the Y. M. C. A-, 
threw some strong light on the con- 
ditions under which all persons back 
of the trenches live — and die. He had 
been asked to tell some specific In- 
stances of "Y" workers under fire In 
first-line trenches. 

"Those over here who have not been 
In the war zone must forget their old- 
time Ideas of warfare and Its dau- 
gers," said Doctor Meylan. "Forget 
this old Idea of open fighting, with 
troops battling across a plain the size 
of a large athletic field. Modern ar- 
tillery shoots for miles and Is always 
shooting. Every person wlthla 20 
miles of the trenches Is under flre 
practically ail of the time, yet the re- 
ports do not call this a battle. The 
reports announce 'The artillery was 
active,' and that means shells any- 
where five to twenty-five miles back 
of the trenches. 

"Early In April the Germans made 
night raids and their airplanes were 
active In bombing. Two of my or- 
ganizers were visiting camps eight or 
ten miles back of the front-line 
trenches. . The Germans kept up the 
bombardment for three days during 
which time those 'Y' men were dodg- 
ing shells constantly. 

"On the second day they were In a 
Foyer de Soldat — one of the soldiers' 
recreation huts provided by the French 
with *Y' men In charge — when, within 
five minutes two shells struck, one a 
few yards away, the other hitting the 
hut. The 'Y' men were thrown down 
by the concussion. It seemed a 
miracle they were not hit, for soldiers 
were killed and wounded all around 
them.

minute, and the Bed Triangle worker 
started on his way when a shell ex- 
ploded on the path near the hut at the 
point where he would have been had 
he not been detained. 

Close Calls Every Day. • 
"Some *Y' workers are having hair- 
breadth escapes every day, not every 
man every day, but each In his time 
with a regularity to Justify sayjng 
some men every day. Eight of our 
men with the Canadians have been 
killed, and we caanot expect to escape 
unscathed. They work from six 
o'clock in the morning until eleven 
o'clock at night, seven dnys a week, 
with a week off every three months — 
and many never take their week off. 
On one occasion of which I know the 
workers were up at three o'clock In 
the morning with hot coffee to warm 
the French soldiers coming In after 
a three-mile wade through mud and 
rain. Those Polius appreciated that. 

"Many of our workers slept on the 
ground In zero weather this winter, 
with nothing but a blanket between 
them and the frozen earth, and with 
no shelter but a hut made often of 
green lumber which warped, letting 
la icy blasts. A test for a real man. 

"I went forward toward the 
trenches to meet the American sol- 
diers coming back nfter their baptism 
of fire at Chemln des Dames and they 
were all eagerness for more. The 
Germans had sent picked troops 
against them, their strongest men In 
brand new equipment, to Impress the 
Americans that Germany had an 
abundance of everything, material 
and robust men. Quite n contrast to 
the IH-eqnlpped emaciated men the 
French had taken prisoners. The 
Americans gave such good account of 
themselves In this fight that the 
French could not praise them enough."

SYSTEMATIC SAVING URGED 



People Requested to Pledge by June 
28 to Invest In War Savings and 
Thrift Stamps, or Other Government 
Securities. 

Washington, D. C— To save mate- 
rials and labor for necessary war pur- 
poses, President Wilson appealed to 
Americans "to buy only those things 
which are essential to the Individual 
health and efficiency," and to volun- 
teer on or before June 28, National 
Thrift day, to Invest systematically In 
War Savings and Thrift Stamps, or 
other government securities. 

"This war Is one of nations— not of 
armies," paid the president, "and all 
of our 100.000,000 people must be 
economically and Industrially adjusted 
to war conditions If this nation la to 
play Its full part In the conflict 
Pledge Is Sought 

"The problem before us is not pri- 
marily a financial problem, but rather 
a problem of Increased production of 
war essentials and the saving of the 
materials and the labor necessary for 
the support and equipment of our 
army and navy. Thoughtless expendi- 
ture of money for nonessentials uses 
up the labor of men, the products of 
the farm, mines, and factories, and 
overburdens transportation, all of 
which must be used to the utmost and 
at their best for war purposes. 

"The great results which we seek 
can be obtained only by the participa- 
tion of young and old in a naUonal 
thrift movement. I therefore urge 
that our people everywhere pledge 
themselves, as suggested by the secre- 
tary of the treasury, to the practice of 
thrift ; to serve the government to 
their utmost in Increasing productloo 
In nil fields necessary to the winning 
of the war; to conserve food and fuel 
and useful materials of every kind ; to 
devote their labor only to the most 
necessary tasks, and to buy only those 
things which ure essential to Individ- 
ual health and efficiency. 

"Buy More U. S. Securities." 

"The securities Issued by the treas- 
ury department are, *o many of them, 
within the reach of every one that the 
door of opportunity in this mutter is 
wide open to ail of us. 

"I appeal to all who now own either 
Liberty bonds or War Saving stamps 
to continue to prucUce economy and 
thrift and to appeal to all who do not 
own government securities to do like- 
wise and purchase them to the extent 
of their means. The man who buy 
government securities transfers the 
purchasing power of bis money to the 
United States government until after 
this war, and to that same degree does 
nor buy in competition with the gov- 
ernment 

"I earnestly appeal to every man, 
woman and child to pledge themselves 
on or before June 28 to save constant- 
ly and to buy as regularly as possible 
the securities of the government 

"The 2Sth of June ends this special 
period of enlistment in the great vol- 
unteer army of production and saving 
here at home. May there be none un- 
enllsted on Unit day."

| Pittsburgh, Pa.— The last remnant of 
the ancient Samaritan race may be 

i wiped out of existence, according to 
E. K. Warren, president of the Inter- 
national Sunday School association. 
Mr. Warren, in his Sunday school la- 
bors In the Holy Land, found the lit- 
tle band of people whose ancestors 
made up the great northern division of 
the kingdom of the Jews.

He spbko of all the 
boys and their splendid spirit of sneril 
flee and determination and said that 
they all resembled Jess Willard in 
rug»ed" strength from out door life. He 
paid a glowing and heartfelt tribute to 
the work of the American Red Cross, 
whom he called Queens of American 
womanhood and assured the parent of 
the boys present that the boys wcr* 
Hvhig^filcnn moral lives under i-hc guid- 
nnce o,f the Catholic and Protestant 
ehaplaius. There is no religious dif- 
ference, all creeds arc one in service to 
the brave ~ boys, Catholic clergymen 
praying with and sending dying Protes- 
tant boys smiling to meet God and vica 
versa.

Any uapil ntteadlng the public schools 
of HuH, who has had or BEEN EXPOSED 
to smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles shall not return to school until 
la cases of smallpox 12 days; In scarlet 
fever 7 days; la diphtheria 6 days; and In 
mensles 10 days, have elapsed since the 
RECOVERY from or EXPOSURE to these 
diseases.

TOWH OF HULL. 
Setting Fires in the Open. 
An Act to Rejjrulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows; 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with- 
in any eity or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
,open air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion commisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, or of 
the forest warden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities that have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, that 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
be burned on ploughed fields by the 
owners thereof, their agents or lesscs; 
and provided, further, that persons 
above the age of eighteen years may 
set or maintain a fire for a reasonable 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon salt 
marshes or sandy or. rocky beaches bor- 
dering upon tide water, if the fire is en- 
closed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case 
such a fire shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from any sprout or forest 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from any building, -and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished- The 
forest wardens in towns and oflBcials 
performing the duties of forest wardens 
in cities shall cause public notiees to be 
given of the provisions of this section 
and shnll enforce the same. Whoever 
violates any provision* of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or b# both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shall not apply to fires 
which may be set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan distriet 
in accordance with regulations and 
methods approved by the fire prevention 
commissioner for the said district, nor 
to fires which may be set for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy and "brown 
tail moths in accordance with regula- 
tions and methods approved by the state 
forester, nor to fires set or increased 
within the limits of any public way by 
the employees of the commonwealth or 
of any county, eity or town in the per- 
formance of publie work. 

Section 3. The state forester Bhall 
notify the forest warden in every town 
and the offieial performing the duties of 
forest warden in every eity in the com- 
monwealth of the passage of this aet. 

Section 4. The state forester, the 
state fire warden or any duly author- 
ized assistant of the state forester, for- 
est wardens in towns and officials per- 
forming the duties of forest wardens in 
cities, or any 'uly appointed deputy 
forest warden may arrest without war- 
rant any person found in the act of Bet- 
ting, maintaining or increasing a fire in 
violation of the provisions of this act. 

Section 5. Section twenty-four of 
chapter tliirty-two of the Revised Laws 
and chapter two hundred and nine of 
the acts of the year nineteen hundred 
and eight, as amended by chapter two 
hundred and forty-four ot the acts of 
the year nineteen hundred and eleven 
and by sections three and four of chap- 
ters four hundred and nineteen of th ■ 
acts of the year nineteen hundred and 
twelve are hereby repealed.

MIGHT BE PUT TO GOOD USE 



Propagation of Bladder-wort Suggested 
as a Means of Diminishing Plague 
of Mosquitoes. 

Not long ago. says the Milwaukee 
Journal, Prof. W. E. Rtngle, a untu art- 
ist of Pittsburg, Kan., discovered in 
e Kansas creek a biadderwort, a plant 
that Is usually found In more northern 
streams. He took it to his laboratory 
end placed It In a Jar that contained 
several small tadpoles, in order to 
aerate the water and do away with 
the necessity of changing It no often. 

The tadpoles quickly began to disap- 
pear In a. mysterious manner. An In- 
vestigation resulted In the surprising 
discovery that the small balloons on 
the plant were traps and tombs for 
the tadpoles. The plant had devoured 
them. If It would consume tadpoles, 
there Is no reason why It should not 
devour "wiggle-tails," the larvae of the 
mosquito, the nafurallst thinks. On« 
way of ridding a community of mosqui- 
toes, therefore, appears to be to propa- 
gate the biadderwort In pools and 
streams.

U. S. Government Official War Film at 
Shubert Theatre, Boston, Next Week, 
Twice Daily. 



For a year the United States Govern- 
ment camera men have been busy get- 
ting the activities of our soldier and 
Boggs left Hingham] sailor boys registered on thousands of 
feet of motion-pieture film. As a re- 
sult of this work the people of New 
Eugland will have the first opportuni- 
ties at the Shubert Theatre, l>cglnhing 
next Monday, June 10th, and twiee 
daily thereafter, to see wliat has been 
doneby our boys up to date over here 
and over there. 

"Pershing's Crusaders" is the title ot 
this first official government feature 
film of the war and it really constitutes 
a jnotion-pieturc history of our first 
year at war. A successful efTort has 
been ma«Te to show how the Government 
has handled tho gigantic task of pre- 
paration for war. The reeruiting ot 
our army, the building of huge canton 
mcnts, the clothing and feeding of 0111 
troops, the making of arms to equip 
them, the building of enormous ship- 
yards and the rapidity with which ships 
are being built and launched. 

You will see our boys in training, 
fleets of aeroplanes In dizzying flight, 
our great floating fortresses on vigilnnt 
guard, our swift destroyers scanning the 
Kca for the German periscope. 

The great part of the picture shows 
our boys — maybe your boys — In France.

It 
depicts the first American field gun to 
throw a shell Into the German trundles, 
the firsl American troops intering and 
settling down In a first-line trenoli, the 
0r*t bu^eU of (Jermnn prisoners tiiken 
by our soldiers, tho first bH|iti«m before 
a battle.
